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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The applicant's amendment to claims 1 , 19. 20 and 24 includes the new limitation "using the exposed 
node business logic capabilities to automatically build a process map". This limitation was not recited in claims 1, 19, 20 and 24 or 
its dependent claims and would require further consideration and search. 

In addition, examiner notes that there does not appear to be a written description of the new limitation in the application as filed. 
Applicant pointed to p. 7 - 8 of the specification as support for the new limitation. However, the recited portion of the specification 
only discloses using exposed information to build the process map and is silent as to whether the process map is created automatically 
or not. The specification discloses automatically updating the process map [p. 4, lines 6 - 8]. However, examiner notes that creating 
the process map is not the same as updating the process map because creating the process map is part of the initialization process 
and updating the process map Is part of the maintenance process. The fact that the process map is automatically updated does not 
suggest the process map is created automatically. Therefore, there does not appear to be a written description of the new limitation 
in the application as filed. 
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
